Conditions 
were 
virtually

changed yesterday along the western 
front and in the east also a lull has 
come after the violent fighting in the 
Carpathians of the last month. 


The official French and 
German 
statement issued today report com- 
paratively small engagements at sev- 
eral points in France. 
Each 
side 
claims to have made slight progress 
and to have repulsed the attacks of 
the other. 


There are indications that the al- 
lies are now launching a combined 
land and sea attack on the Darda- 
nelles in much stronger force than 
any yet attempted. 


Prince Von Buelow, German am- 
bassador at Rome, denies that rup- 
ture between Italy and Austria is 
imminent. 


London, April 21.—Dispatches reach- 
ing London from the French front show 
considerable military activity, with the 
artillery taking a prominent part in the 
attaclu made by one side or the other. 
There is little evidence however, that 
either side has gained, but whatever 
email advantage has been reaped seems 
to rest with the Germans between the 
Meuse and the Lorraine frontier. 


The French have made slight advance 
at Ilierey, but their reports suggest 
that the gain was not proportionate to 
the effort put forth. Berlin claims sev- 


eral minor successes, one being the re- 
capture of a small village in Lorraine, 
the loss of which had not previously 
been admitted by the general staff. An- 
other attack on the Pont-a-Moueson dis- 
trict appears to have made an advance. 


An attempt was made in the house of 
commons this afternoon to satisfy the 
keen public interest regarding the of- 
ficial figures of Great Britain's land 
forces and the result of recruiting, but it 
met with a definite refusal from the war 
office. 


Harold J. 
Tennant, 
parliamentary 
under secretary of war, stated that the 
government had no intention of disclos- 
ing the strength of tTie British army in 
the field or in training as it considered 
such disclosure would be detrimental 
to the public interest. 


Sofia is responsible for a report that 
bombardment violent enough to shake 
buildings at Dedegatch has been going 
on in the Dardanelles and on the Gulf 
of Saros.

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Barnes Elected by Aid of 
Murphy Democrats, 
He Declares. 


ROOSEVELT STILL 


ON WITNESS STAND 
Goes Deeply Into Political 
Deals in Libel Case 
Testimony. 


Syracuse, April 21.—Four chapters of 
Albany politics were related by Theo- 
dore Roosevelt on the witness stand to- 
day. 
The former president gave what 
he claimed to be the details of the elec- 
tion by "Barnes republicans,'' assisted 
by "Murphy democrats," of an. oiBcial 
leader of the republican party in New 
York; the cause 
of the hostilities be- 
tween Wm. Barnes and Gov. Hughes; 
the defeat of the Hart-Agnew racing bill 
by the republican organization and the 
fight he said the combined democratic 
and republican machines, the latter led 
by Mr. Barnes, made against direct pri- 
maries legislation. 


He also identified a letter written by 
Mr. Barnes in which thie latter told him 
the "idea of getting rid of bosses is 
absurd so long as you have party gov- 
ernment." 


Col. Koosevelt was on the stand dur- 
ing the entire forenoon session of court. 
He was to continue the story by which 
he hopes to prove to the jury that l«e

Much ívidence Barred. 


Before Col. Roosevelt took the staiid 
counsel representing both sides and the 
court discussed in chambers legal ques- 
tions in regard to what should or should 
not be admitted in evidence. At the end 
of the conference it was announced that 
the court had decided not to admit evi 
dence regarding certain things not speci 
fled in the pleadings. 
This barred the 
order to the admission of a great mass 
of evidence dealing with politics, polit 
ical method and Mr. Barnes' alleged con 
versations with Col. Roosevelt on the 
ethics of bossism. 


Thomas F. Smith, secretary of Tam

reports that 20,000 British and French 
troops have been landed on the north 
shore of the gulf of Saros, European 
Turkey, indicating that operations are 
actually under way. 


This force presumably will be em- 
ployed for an attack from the rear of 
the Turkish fortifications along the Eu- 
ropean side of the straits, at the same 
time that a bombardment from the sea 
is undertaken by the allied fleet.

are arriving 
daily from Egypt oh transports at the 
Island of Lemnos, west of the entrance 
to the Dardanelles. 


No heavy fighting has taken place 
since the attempt to force the straits 
a month ago, in which two British and 
one French battleships were lost. 


An Engagement Yeslk,erday. 


A statement from Constantinople says 
six to^edo boats attempted to pene- 
trate the straits on Monday night and 
yesterday there was an engagement be- 


tween warships and Turkish fortifica- 
tions, presumably in connection with 
the landing of troops. 


At a patriotic demonstration in Rome 
a member 
of the Italian 
senate ad- 
dressed a manifesto to the people to the 
effect that "Consolidation is approach- 
ing for the Italians, who Hkve waited 
and suffered," 
referring 
evidently to 
the nation's desire to absorb "unredeem- 
ed Italy" or the Austrian provinces to 
the north. 


Austria is reported to be concentrat- 
ing troops hastily along, the border in 
face of an invasion by Italian troops, 
but Prince von Buelow, German amb.\ij- 
sador at Rome, denies that rupture be- 
tween Italy and Austria is imminent. 


A Berlin dispatch says that Tarnow, 
Galicia, has been evacuated by tlie Rus- 
sians, on account of the effective at- 
tacks of the Austrian artillery. Tar- 
now lies 175 miles west of Lemberg. 


Official information was received in 
Berlin confirming previous reports of a 
German victory "over a British torce in 
German 
East 
Africa. 
The British 
losses were given as about 700 and those 
of the Germans as 60.

"no person shall, during the thirty- 
year period, sell

from the farm be insulKcient to carry 
on the plans, "the deficit shall be paid 
by the trustees out of other funds in 
their hands." 


Trustees and Art Plan. 


On the death of both Mrs. Nelson and 
Mrs. Kirkwood the management of the 
property is to be placed in the hands 
of a board of trustees appointed by the 
presidents of the imiverslties of .Mis- 
souri, Kansas and Oklahoma. 


The university trustees are requirod 
to set aside for each of the children of 
Mrs. Kirkwood, if any, property "of the 
reasonable value of «1,000,000."

The will directs the university trus- 
tees in the purchase of works of art 
to select, works or reproductions of the 


Avorks of artists ^vho have bpou dead at 
least thirty years at the time of pur- 
chase. 


One section of the will 
says: "All 
works of fine arts purchased by the 
university 
trustees shall be kept and 
remain a t all times in Kansas City for 
public exhibition in such buildings as 
may be provided by the people for t h a t 
or similar purposes."'

The Fort Wayne Sentinel 
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Earnings of the Farmer 


There is in these days a very well-defined conviction-among 
tnen in other vocatious-that the life of the modem farmer is a 
Howery bed of ease. We glance at the market quotations on the 
¡farmer's products or stare at the price the dealer charges the con- 
Burner for them, we note the bulging granaries, the fertile fields, the 
modern home occupied by the farmer and see him whiz past in his 
automobUe and conclude that Easy street passes directly in front o 
ills doonvay. It is something of a shock, therefore to get some ex- 
pert information on the subject that reveals the other side of the 


picture. 


This has been supplied by W. K. Thompson, in charge of the' di- 
yision of farm economics of the United States department of agri- 
culture, in the course of his testimony in the hearing on the western 
freight'rate case at Chicago. Mr. Thompson told of data gathered 
by federal officials in Indiana, Illinois and Iowa. He testified that in 
that district one farmer out of twenty-two made more than $2,000 a 
year, after deducting all expenses and 5 per cent, actual investment. 


''One farmer out of every three in 273 farms considered in the 
three states," said Mr. Thompson, "paid for the privilege of work- 
ing his farm." 


His statistics on rented farms gave the average earnings of a 
tenant farmer as $870 a year. The figures applied to 247 tenant farms 
and he testified that the owners of the farms received an average net 
return of 3.5 per cent, on their property investment after allowing 
for taxes and insurance. The cost of growing an acre of com was 
placed by the witness at $20.30 for an average yield of forty-five 
bushels to the acre. 


"Based on the actual selling price offered after harvest," said 
Mr. Thompson, "the farmer received only 2 mills profit on a bushel 
of corn. The cost of raising a bushel of oats, figured on actual data 
from 577 acres was 49.9 cents and the average price received for oats 
was 38 cents, a loss of 11.9 cents a bushel. There is no profit in rais- 
ing oats. That crop has to be grown by the farmer to preserve the 
rotation of crops," said the witness. 


From the standpoint of accumulation beyond mere subsistence, 
farming is as matter of fact quite as precarious as any other busi- 
ness, and it requires the same degree of skill, judgment and indus- 
trious attentiveness demanded by any other line of business en- 
deavor to make it yield satisfactory returns. In the element of inde- 
pendencc alone it appeals, but it is no business for either the drone 
or the thriftless. Most men will cheerfully agree, also, that however 
large may be the profits of the farmer, he is putting into his effort 
the long hours and the hard knocks that make adequate returns but 
simple justice. But Mr. Thompson's figures show that a goo^ deal 
of the farmer's reputed profit is merely fanciful myth. 


The world in general has, of course, no information as to the 
basis for the persistent rumors of early peace ia thaEuropean strug- 
gle that have gained foothold in the Italian capital, but it will pro- 
foundly trast there is some substantial foundation for the rumors. 
While a general survey of the situation seems to make peace pror 
peets almost unbelievable at this time, one can never either foyetell 
or explain the intricate developments of diplomacy. Itriy ia herself 
in a peculiarly delicate situation as regards the war. The exhaiut- 
ing combat has progressed for almost nine month without marked or 
permanent advantage to either faction of the belligerents. Ex- 
haustion of men imd resources is daily drawing nearer, and there is 
deep in the hearts of the fighting millions themselves a desire for 
peace as sincere as that which actuates the remaindez; of the world, 
If peace can be arranged honorably. It must be admitted that the 
imtlook is not promising, but stranger things have happened than a 
mdden and unexpected cessation of the struggle and thé conclusion 
peace terms.

You know what the corn plant looks tassel or father nature at the top of 


the corn plant or it will not develop 
into a nice large, juicy kernel. 
How Does the Pollen Touch the Grai« 
of Com? 


Before the kernels of corn grow tha 
tassel is in bloom. The wind blows and 
shakes the pollen powder off of the tas- 
sel and the powder falls on the ends of 
the silk which sticks out of the iiitlo 
ear of corn to be. KacU thread of silk 
then carries a little of the powder down 
to the spot on the ear where it is at- 
tached and thus the grain of com re* 
ceives the fertilizing necessary to de- 
velop it into a ripe seed.

like—a tall plant, generally six or sev- 
en feet high. The ears of corn grow cut 
of the side of the com stalk. The ear 
is covered with husks and out of the end 
of the ear haugs a buncli of brown silk 
threads which we term corn silk. Up 
at tha top of the plant you will see the 
tassel, but you may not have known 
that this is 
the flower of the com 
plant. The tassel or flower in this caao 
contains the "father nature" of the 
com plant, and the ear of corn contains 
the "mother nature." The husks on the 
outside of the ear of corn protect the 
grains of com on the ear inside and 
keep them tender. The ear of corn is 
really the ovary of the com plant, be- 
cause that is where the seeds grow. You 
will guess, of course, that the grains 
of com on the ear are but seeds of the 
plant. 
Were you to examine one of 
these ears of corn en the plant when it 
had just started to form you would find 
no kernels on the cob, but only little 
marks which indicated where the grains 
of com are expected to grow, but if yon 
want to know, then, how many grains 
of com are expMted to grow on the ear, 
•0% could easily tell by counting the 
little ailk threads which you seo on the 
cob and which stick out over the end. 
There will be a thread of ailk for each 
grain of com that is expected to grow.

of the

cial peace advocate. He was in the isl- 
and empire one month and during that 
time spoke at eighty-eight gatherings 
of Japanese officials in various cities, 
was received by Baron Kato, 
Baron 
Mitsui and others of the same rank, 
and was given special 
receptions 
in 
eleven cities. 


He spoke at every university in Japan 
and in many of the schools of the coun- 
try, addressing, 
he estimates 
15,000 
young men of the empire. 


"The Cliristian people of America," 
Bars Dr. Mathews, "feel in our organi- 
zation, that this country should he of 
great influence in shaping the thought 
in other countries which are becoming 
Christian. 
To this end, the organiza- 
tion of which I am the 
president is 
working."

This is in a way only natural, as 
Mr. Thompson while a member of the 
council some years ago, Avas the prime 
mover in establishing the first of these 
playgrounds. 
A football player in his 
time and the founder of several of the 
city's leading athletic clubs, the new 
mayor is a distinct departure from the 
majority of his predecessors. 


Just before leaving for a brief trip 
on the Mississippi before assuming of- 
fice Mr. Thompson thus bespoke the 
large place the young of Chicago have 
in his thought: 


"Instead of having messages go out 
that this is a lawless city, I want to 
have the Avord go out that Chicago is 
more interested in the welfare of its 
children than is any other city in all 
the wide world. 


"When I introduced the ordinance for 
the first playground fifteen years ago 
some of my felloAv aldermen opposed it 
on the ground that the appropriation 
for $1,200 which it carried was a frivol- 
ous expenditure of public money. 
Last 
fall the city Aoted $300,000 bonds for 
more playgrounds and at the election 
just decided $600,000 more was voted. 


"Some people think I am a fanatic on 
the subject of playgrounds for our boys 
and girls. Every time I can add a play- 
ground or a baseball field or a tennis 
court to the city's possessions I am go- 
ing to do it."

RICH FRENCH REGIOII 
IS HELDJHERMIINS 


Small in Area But Great In- 
deed in Industry and 
Agriculture. 


Washington, D. C.. April 21.—The im- 
portance of the 5 per cent, of French 
territory held by the Germans is strik- 
ingly set forth in statement given to 
the press today by the National Geo- 
graphic society. It shows that while it 
is comparatively small in area it is very- 
large indeed in industrial and agricul- 
tural importance. It says: 


"Holding only about 
10,000 
square 
miles of l'>ench territory, or less than 
one-twentieth of continental France, the 
Germans have behind 
their 
advanced 
lines 
nearly 
one-half 
of 
industrial 
France and the homes of one-tenth of 
her 
population. 
Pas-dc-Calais, 
Nord, 
Aisne, Ardennes, Meuse and Meurthe-et- 
Moselle, of which the Germans hold all 
or the larger and most important parts, 
are the banner departments of France. 
Here are the mines, the foimdries and 
factories and the dairies and farms, 
which are the pride, the wealth and the 
strength of modem France. 
In 
this 
narrow strip imder German occupation, 
there is produced 70 per cent, of all 
coal mined in France, 90 per cent, of 
all of the native-mined iron, and near- 
ly half of thé republic's output of manu- 
factured articles. 


"The iron and steel industry of the 
great republic lies almost entirely back 
of the German trenches. 
France stood 
fourth among the nations of the world 
as a producer of iron and steel, with an 
annual production of 3,600,000 tons of 
pig iron and of 3,100,000 tons of steel. 
This industry was centered and contain- 
ed in northern France, for here were 
the raw materials. 
The Flemish coal 
basin, extending into the Nord and Pas- 
de-Calais where 100,000 miners were em- 
ployed, produced 60 per cent, 
of the 
coal mined in France, and, practically, 
the country's entire 
supply of fossil 
coal. The iron mines of the Meurthe- 
et-Moselle furnished 84 per cent, of the 
total French output of iron, and this 
region was reckoned as one of the prin- 
cipal 
iron-producing 
regions 
of the 
world. 


"With the French and Belgian iron 
and coal fields in their possession, the 
Germans would have almost a monop- 
oly of the iron and steel industries of 
Europe. 
Germany is now second only 
to the United States in the production 
of iron and steel. 
Before the war con- 
ditions set in, the United States pro- 
duced annually 24,500,000 tons of steel, 
Germany 12,300,000, Great Britain 6,- 
040,000, France 3,102,000 and Belgium 
1^500,000. Germany is third among the 
great industrial nations of the world 
in the production of coal, and with 
the French and Belgian mines behind 
her lines might easily equal the output 
of Great Britain, second upon the list. 
Thus, unusual interest attaches to the 
small strips of foreign lands back to 
the German lines. 


"The Nord department, all but a few 
square miles of whose coast lands is in 
the possession of the enemy, is in agri- 


cultural and industrial importance the 
first department of France. In this de- 
partment, and the departments of the 
Paa-de-Calais, Mouse and Mcurthc-et- 
iloselle arc the great metal working 
plants of the French, the hugo Pitts- 
burg and Cleveland mills, foimdries and 
machint» works of 
that 
coimtrj'. In 
these departments, further, is a great 
part of the land's textile industrj-, the 
cotton, woolen and linen weaving, the 
working of lace and embroidery, the 
weaving of carpets, and dyeing. 
Flour 
mills, 
brick 
kilns, 
distilleries, 
glass 
works, pottery works, shoe and hat fac- 
tories, 
tobacco 
factories, and large 
plants for the production of hardware, 
enameled iron hollow 
ware 
and edge 
tools are strewn through this thickly 
populated section in profusion. In the 
shops situatetl within these departments 
most of the French 
cabinet 
work is 
done, and here, near by the beet fields, 
much of the French sugar is refined. 


"Moreover, here, where is the great- 
est industrial development, is. also, the 
most intensive agriculture. 
Neighbor- 
ing Belgians have not brought 
their 
farms up to a higher standard of pro- 
duction than has been reached by the 
fields of these northern I-Yench depart- 
ments. 
Everywhere 
throughout 
this 
region, where there are no mines and 
factories, smiling gardens and fertile, 
well-cultivated farms take their place. 
All of the cereals, sugar beet-s, fruits, 
hops, tobacco, flax and large droves of 
cattle are grown upon them. 
Some of 
the best known dairies of France are 
in this territory. 


"The stretch of a bare 10,000 square 
miles, with its population of 4,000,000, 
its bounteous agriculture, its rich coal 
and iron mines, and its teeming manu- 
facture, is one of the most important 
districts in all Europe. 
Some idea of 
its richness can be had from the fact 
that while the average per-acre value 
for all France is about $1.50, that of 
these northern departments is $235."'

Mayor General ]Mario G. Menocal, presi- 
dent of tho Republic of Cuba: 
We, the women of Cuba, belonging to 
different nationalities—Cuban, 
Spanish, 
German, French, Peruvian and Ameri- 
can—do ask and implore you, as presi- 
dent of the republic of C^ba, to exert 
your great influence to prevent buU 
lighting being introduced into this beau- 
tiful country and republic. 


You personally stand 
before yoi\ 
people and the nations of the world fo< 
all that is good and true. 
Your na 
tion is young, but you have glorious 
traditions, the traditions of your fath- 
ers who shed their blood and gave theh 
lives that Cuba might be free to wori 
out her own salvation and civilization 
The traditions of such men as ilarti^ 
who inspired the people to a higher, 
happier, safer way of living—pointing 
up and on, not down and back; the 
traditions of a great teacher who buiU 
into the minds of the youth of his day 
the noblest of ideals, Jose de la Luz 
Caballcro.

CANNONADING IS VIOLENT. 


Sharp Fighting is Resumed in Region ot 
Arras. 


Paris, April 21.—The French war of- 
fice this afternoon gave out a report on 
the progress of hostilities as follows: 


"Cannonading of some violence took 
place in the region of Arras yesterday. 


"Between the Oise and the Aisne be-

WILSOII PLEADS FOR 
STRICnEUmiTY 


Preparing to Reconstruct is 
Mission of U. S., Says 
President. 


Kew York, April 21.—The destiny of 
the American nation, its duty to itself 
and to the other nations and to poster- 
ity, demands thilt the United States 
maintain the highest plane of neutral- 
ity in the present ATorld cataclysm. 


This was the pronouncement of Presi- 
dent Wilson yesterday in a clear and 
lefinite statement of the principle of 
neutrality which ig guiding his admin- 
istration. He chose the occasion of the 
annual luncheon of the Associated Press 
for what he said he regarded 48 a state- 
Bent of gravest importance to the Amer- 
lean people. 


I^esident Wilson declared emphatic- 
ally that the neutrality of America is 
not based on selfishness or fear of con- 
^ovcrsy. 


Mission to Help Nations. 


If this nation ehall prove to the world 
its calm judgment, self-mastery, and 
disinterestedness. President Wilson said, 
then it must be appealed to to assist in 
the reconstructing processes of peace. 
This work, the president asserted, is 
America's great mission. 
' "3fy interest in the neutrality of the 
(Jjtited States is not the petty desire to 
beep out of trouble," the president said 
In the course of his address. 
"If any 
man wantp a scrap that is worth while, 
T am his man. But there is somethings so 
much greater to do than flght. So I am 
act speaking in a selfish spirit when I 


say that our Avhole duty is summed up 
in this motto, 'America first,' 


Will Prove Europe's Friend. 


"Ijet us think of America before we 
think of '.Jurope in order tliat America 
may be lit to be Europe's friend when 
the day of tested friendship comes. The

Sightless Missouri Doctor Drains . 


His Own Brain in Nervy Operation 


For More Than an Hour He 
Bores Through His Skull 
With Q-imlet and Suc- 
ceeds in Saying Life and 
Bea^son. 


(By Honor Fanning.) 


Chicago, April 21.—"I kept my heail 
pressed against the nack of my chair for 
support and 
with 
one oi my surgical 
knives I made a small incision above my 
left eye, then with a little gimlet I be- 
gan drilling into my cranium. 
I bored 
away for one hour and five minutes. 


"I never stopped drilling for more than 
a second at a time. I knew if I stop- 
ped it would be hard to start again. Fin- 
ally I touched the spot I was boring to- 
ward, and the blood began to drain off 
my brain'. 


"I knew I had saved my life and ray 
reason—ma:ybe 
my sight. 
I was glad 
it was over!" 


i No haro from a battlefield hospital 
told me this lurid tale of self-torturp, 
no war-saigiBa« fresh from goary hospi- 
talent toM ma of the man who camly 
drilled a gimlet into his own skull for 
one hour, with only a silver point small- 
er than a pin's head dividing life from 
death—reason from mental wreckage. 


It was no "hero" at all, just a mild- 
mannered country doctor with a gentle 
Voice and a whimsical smile, without a 
tremor, told of the most remarkable sur- 
gical operation known to modern medical 
history. 


He performed the operation himself 
—on himself! 


Tlie countiy 
doctor 
with the mild 
manner, the Spartan courage and iron 
nerve is Dr. Walter F. Pauly, of Kaho- 
ka. Mo., osteopath, surgeon and dentist, 
Arho is now in Chicago recuperating from 
the ordeal of his self-performed opera- 
tion. 


The accident that cost Dr. Pauly his 
sight and threatened to destroy his rea-

i'umbling among knives and saws and 
vials he found what he needed to re- 
lieve the stress of pain. 
His nerves 
were still steady, there was no 
other 
doctor in Kahoka to attend him, so he 
set his own nose and bandaged his eye. 


Two weeks later Dr. Pauley realized 
that the blood from the broken blood 
vessel was pressing on his brain, an 
abscess was forming. 
A brain-abscess 
causes insanity. 
An operation must be 
performed at once. 


But there was no surgeon in the lit- 


tle town of Kahoka, and thara waa no 
time to call a specialist from a 
city. 
Delay might mean death or loaa 


of reason! 


"It was up to me to do tha Job my- 
self," Dr. Pauly told me, "and I.4id it. 


"Both of luy eyes were slghtlesa; tha 
right eye lost sight a few daya aitar 
the accident. I knew there was aa ab»* 
cess forming in the ttssues back of thé 
left eye. I didn't want that abacaaa t® 
efTect my brain. 


"I laid my instriunents out on tilO Op- 
erating table, and directed tha ,]Uiraa 
how to attend me when the cuttiag irat 
over. 
Then I began—first with ft aw- 
geon's knife I cut a small inciiioB Juat 
above my left eye, I cut into tha 
brow at the point closest the noat. ITian 
I inserted the gimlet in tho CQt^ and 
because I couldn't see the opening mada 
by the knife I left tho knifa il&beddad 
in the wound to keep it open and guida 
me in inserting the gimlet. 


"I started boring and for ona kour 
and five miniites I drilled t h r o i ^ bona 
and tissue—through an eighth of an 
inch of the lateral sinus, then another 
eighth of an inch deeper, until I touchad 
the first of the three layers that eoraf 
the brain. 


"Tho lia in was intense, but I had to 
kcc]> I'^v head steady. 
I had to gmda 
that 
true, so that it would not 


cut nti iirtery, which might eanse ma 
to bleed to death. 
It must not toudi 
the opt'c nerve, that would mean perma- 
nent blindness. 


"Time was like eternity, the pain waa 
terrific, but I couldn't think of tho paiQ, 
I muat concentrate my mind on tha 
direction of the gimlet. 
When tha in- 
fection was finally reached I knew my 
life was saved, but I knew the worat 
ordeal was still before me. 
How could 
I stand it to unscrew that gimlet out 
of mv flesh. 


"I did it. But I don't like to thtek 
now how I felt while that littla blada 
was dragging through my skull." 


son occurred in his oflBce in Kahoka Feb- 
uary 25, while he was operating on the 
hip' of 
a 
woman 
patient . A 
nurse 
held 
the 
woman's 
arms , above 
her 
iiead 
while 
the 
doctor, 
stoop- 
ing over her reclining body, manipu- 
lated the hip bone. 
In sudden frenzy 
of pain the woman wrenched her hanaa 
free, her bent elbow crushed into the doc- 
tor's left eye, a blood vessel snapped; 
the blow glanced, a bone creaked—Dr. 
Pauly was blind—his nose was broken. 


To interrupt the operation then would 


endanger the patient's life. 
It must bo 
completed. 
The doctor forgot his own 
agonizing pain. 
He didn't forget his pa- 
tient. 


Blind, 
lialf-dased, not knowing 
how 
severely he Avas injured and relying sole- 
ly on his sense of touch to guide him, 
he finished his work, helped to carry the 
patient from the operating room and iu- 
stnicted the nurse how to care for her. 


Then ha 
thought of 
himself. 
He 
groped to his medicine case, his remark- 
able sense of touch again his only guide.

Washington, D. C., April 1 i.—The de- 
velopment of Alaska, that great store- 
house of iinmonopolized public wealth, 
has at last begun. 


AVithin a few days President Wilson 
will sign an order authorizing Secretary 
of the Interior Franklin K. Lane to be- 
gin the construction of the $30,000,000 
government railway sj^stcm which, in 
the words of Secretary Lane is to "make 
Alaska's resources so available as to 
paj^ Alaska's cost of development."

Alaska railway bill. 
By the following 
sinnmer the commission's engineers had 
been appointed; their subordinates se- 
lected; their horses, supplies, boats and 
outfits purchased and they were already 
in Alaska a t work surveying and ex- 
ploring to determine the best available 
course for railway. 


Four coast points were regarded as 
possible terminals: 


CJordova, from which now 
runs the 
Copper River 
Northwestern 
railroad, 
which could 
be 
extended 
northerly 
through Ohitina valley to the Tanana. 


Valdez, from which now nina an ex- 
cellent governmonfe wa^on road extend- 
ing through the Chitina valley to Fair- 
banks. 


Portage Bay. on the west coast of 
Prince William sound, where no settle- 
ment now exists, but which could be 
«imnected with Tiirnagain Arm by tim- 
' J and so on nortlu-rly through Susitna 
alley to Fairbanks. 
And Seward, from which now extends 
the Alaska Xorthern railway for seven- 
ty-two miles to the eastern 
end 
of 
Tinnagain Arm. 


]?etwpen these terminals the president 
will Judge on the basis of surveys, data 
and recommendations submitted to him 
this week by the secretary of the inte- 
rior. 


Already application has been made by 
the interior department to the Panama 
canal authorities for the equipment for 
which the canal builders may have no 
further use. 


Formal application was made recently 
for transfer to the Alaskan commission 
of a French ladder dretlge, tugs 
and 
barges, four locomotives, four locomo- 
tive 
nanes. sixty twelve-yard 
dump 
carp, two steam shovels and two pile- 
drivers. 


Part of this equipment is to be turn- 
ed over to the Alaska commission at 
once, and the balance as poon as it can 
be spared. 


It may be inferred from this that the 
government intends to imdertake work 
in Alaska itself and carry it on as the 
Panama canal Avas carried 
on rather 
than let the work out to private con- 
tractors. 


If this is true, it is an excellent aug- 
lu-y for the further carrying out of what 
may be called the Alaskan idea. 


This idea is set out 
in legislation 
providing for the leasing of coal lands 
in Alaska. 


In that legislation congress not c>nly 
guarded 
carefully against 
monopoliza- 
tion of coal fields, but also safeguarded 
safety and welfare of miners, providing 
the eight-hour day, payment of wages 
twice a month, prohibited 
compulsory 
purchase at company stores, and grant- 
ed check weighmcn at mines. 


In constructing the canal the govern- 
ment 
established a good precedent in 
payment of decent living wages, provid- 
ed houses witliout rent, a public com- 
missary supplying meats at cost, and 
altogether established conditions consid- 
erably better 
than workers could get 
in the states. 
Tliere was never any dif- 
ficulty 
in keeping up the labor supply 
.n.nd having contented conditions among 
workmon 
on the Panama 
i.sthmus as 
well as achieving the utmost in way of 
efliciency in labor. 


Tf these, conditions are 
transplanted 
to Alaska, the railroad can be built as 
cfTiciently as tlie Panama canal. 


Secretary Lane lias pointed oTit the 
promise which lies before the people in 
Alaska once transportation is furnished. 


"Tlie construction 
of railroads." he 
says, ' will npon to devolrip^iicnt virgin 
i-pgions which are now practically inac- 
cessible, but v.hich are known to con- ' 
tain almost iinliniitcfl minernl. agricul- | 
tural and other resources. 
Tliesp sec- j 
tions hold out rich 
promises 
to the 
miner, farmer anrl business men, and 
extensive development 
will no doubt 
follow 
from the construction 
Ity 
the 
government of a system of railroads."

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LINCOLN ROAD HIKEES SHOULD SOON BE 


COMING THIS WAY. 
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Earnings of the Farmer 


There is ill these days a very well-defined conviction—among 


Mien in other vocations—that the life of the modem fanner is a 
toivery ted of ease. We glance at the market quotations on the 
fanner's products or stare at the price the dealer charges the con- 
Eumer for them, we note the bulging granaries, the fertile fields, the 
modern home occupied by the farmer and see him whiz past in his 
automobile and conclude that Easy street passes directly in front of 
Ms doorway. It is something of a shock, therefore to get some ex- 
pert information oil the subject that reveals the other side o£ the 


picture. 


This has been supplied by W. K. Thompson, in charge of the di- 


yision of farm economics of the United States department of agri- 
culture, in the course of his testimony in the hearing on the western 
ifreight rate case at Chicago. Mr. Thompson told of data gathered 
by federal officials in Indiana, Illinois and Iowa. He testified that in 
that district one farmer out of twenty-two made more than $2,000 a 
year, after deducting all expenses and 5 per cent, actual investment. 


"One farmer out of every three in 273 farms considered in the 


three states," said Mr. Thompson, "paid for the privilege of work- 
ing his farm." 


His statistics on rented farms gave the average earnings of a 


tenant farmer as $870 a year. The figures applied to 247 tenant farms 
and he testified that the owners of the farms received an average net 
return of 3.5 per cent, on their property investment after allowing 


. for taxes and insurance. The cost of growing an acre of corn was 


placed by the witness at $20.30 for an average yield of forty-five 
bushels to the acre. 


"Based on the actual selling price offered after harvest," said 


Mr. Thompson, "the farmer received only 2 mills profit on a bushel 
of corn. The cost of raising a bushel of oats, figured on actual data 
from 577 acres was 49.9 cents and the average price received for.oats 
was 38 cents, a loss of 11.9 cents a bushel. There is no profit in rais- 
ing oats. That crop has to be grown by the farmer to preserve the 
rotation of crops," said the witness. 


From the standpoint of accumulation beyond mere subsistence, 


farming is as matter of fact quite as precarious as any other busi- 
ness, and it requires the same degree of skill, judgment and indus- 
trious attentiveness demanded by any other line of business en- 
'deavor to make it yield satisfactory returns. In the element of inde- 
pendence alone it appeals, but it is no business for cither the drone 
or the thriftless. Most men will cheerfully agree, also, that however 
large may be the profits of the farmer, he is putting into his effort 
the long hours and the hard knocks that make adequate returns but 
simple justice. But Mr. Thompson's figures show that a good deal 
'of the farmer's reputed profit is merely fanciful myth.

f corn on the ear are but seeds of the 
ilant. Were you to examine one of 
hese ears of corn on the plant when it 
lad just started to form you would find 
no kernels on the cob, but only little 
marks which indicated where the grains 
of corn are expected to grow, but if you 
•want to know, then, how many grains 
of corn are expected to grow on the car. 
:ou could easily tell by counting the 
ittle silk threads which you see on the 
cob and which stick out over the end. 
There will be a thread of silk for each 
grain of corn that is expectei? to grow.

Before the kernels of corn grow the

New York, April 21.—The destiny of 


the American nation, its duty to itself 
and to the other nations and to poster- 
ity, demands that the United States 
maintain the highest plane of neutral- 
ity in the present worlii cataclysm. 


This was the pronouncement of Presi- 


dent Wilson yesterday in a clear and 
definite statement of the principle of 
neutrality which is guiding his admin- 
istration. He chose the occasion of thi> 
innual luncheon of the Associated Press 
for what ho said he regarded as a state- 
ment of gravest importance to the Amer- 
ican people. 


President Wilson declared •emphatic- 


ally that the neutrality of America is 
not based on selfishness or fear of con- 
troversy. 


Mission to Help Nations. 


If this nation shall prove to the world 


its calm judgment, self-mastery, and 
disinterestedness. President Wilson said, 
then it must ho appealed to to assist in 
the reconstructing processes of peace. 
This work, the. president asserted, is 
America's great mission. 
_"My interest in the neutrality of the 
United States is not the petty desire to 
keep out of trouble/' (he president said 
In the course of his address. "If any 
man wants a scrap that is worth while, 
I am his man. But. there is something so 
much greater to do than fight. yo 1 am 
aot speaking in a selfish spirit when I

"Tliere is in some quarters a disposi-

little Denmark is the world's biggest 
butter exporter in normal times is 
shown in the following statement, prc 
pared by the National Geographic so- 
ciety: 


"One of the many strands in. the won-' 


derfully complex web of world 
com- 


merce that has felt the severe strain 
of war is the. Danish butter trade. Dan- 
ish butter. Russian caviar, French cham- 
pagne, Norwegian sardines and Strass- 
burg pate de foie gras are articles stand- 
ing alone among their several kinds— 
special luxuries that fate dispenses only 
to her favorites. 
The butter of Den- 


mark has been 
famous 
around 
the 


world, and heretofore it sold 
every- 


where that people were to be found 
with wealth enough to develop special 
tastes. The war has largely interfered 
with this rich industry. 


"Denmark's butter brought the high- 


est price in fancy markets, and it was 
considered superior to that of pny other 
nation. It was used by the epicures in 
North and South America, South Af- 
rica, in the East, and West Indies, in 
Egypt, India, and throughout 
Europe. 


Good Danish butter sold at SI a pound, 
in tins of one, two and three pounds. 
Ccws in other lands seem just as sleek 
and the grass grows elsewhere just as 
succulent, but, despite these general ad- 


vantages, no other country has teen 
able to make • a. butter that will stand ', 
the changes of climate 
so well, 
or 


that tastes so crisp and sweet. 


"Dairymen in Holland, Sweden • and 


Siberia have done their utmost to pro- 
duce a butter that could vie with thf 
make of the Danes without success, Thj 
best butters of 
these 
countries are 


worth less than half as much. Scientific 
dairy operators in Germany also failed 
to duplicate it. Even from the milk of 
the cows of the United States, animals • 
favored beyond most others, it has been 
found impossible to produce a grade of 
butter that can compete with the Dan- 
ish article. 


"Danish butter is proof against all 


climate. Butter, when, shipped through 
the hot zones, melts arid remains in a 
liquid state as long as it is exposed to 
the tropic heat. Danish butter 
goes 


through this test, melts with the heat 
ind hardens with the cold, and still re-, 
tains the .wholesome sweetness of iti 
flavor, while other 
butter 
loses its 


sweetness 
and 
flavor 
under 
thess 


changes. 


"The Danes do not explain the su- 


periority of their product. 
They as- 


sert that there ia no secret in 'their 
process of butter 
manufacture, 
but, , 


nevertheless, they arc 
reticent 
about 


taking strangers through their 
great 


packing establishments."

I didn't want that abscess to 
effect my brain. 


"I laid my instruments out on tlie op- 


erating table, and directed tha .nurse 
low to attend me when the cutting TTM 
over. Then f began—first with a 6Ur- 
;eon's knife I cut a small inciaioa just 
above my left eye, I cut into tha eye- 
irow at the point closest the noae. Then 


'. inserted the gimlet in the cut,. and 
jecause I couldn't see the opening made 
>y the knife I left the knif« imbedded 
n the wound to keep it open and guide 
me in inserting the gimlet. 


"T started boring and for one hour 


and five minutes I drilled through bone 
and tissue—through an eighth of an 
inch of the lateral sinus, then another 
eighth of an inch deeper, until I touched 
the first of the three layers that cover 
the brain. 


'•Tin: pain was intense, but I had to 


kmi mv head steady. I had to guide 
tliKl. 
:i«t true, so that it would not 


cut mi iirlcry, which might cause me 
to b'.ceJ to death. It must no£ touch 
tli» opl'c nerve, that would mean perma- 
nent blindness. 


"Timn was like eternity, the pain wai 


terrific, but I couldn't think of the pain, 
I must concentrate my mind on the 
direction of the gimlet. When the in- 
fection was finally reached I knew my 
life was saved, but I knew the worst 
ordeal was still before me. How could 
I stand it to unscrew that gimlet out 
of my flesh. 


"I 'did it. But I don't like to think 


now how I felt while that little blade 
wns dragging through my skull."
